According to our own Robert Hebert, 
Rex Ellsworth chose not to race Prove It 
at 2 because the colt was a “weedy little 
thing.” Ellsworth started him off last year 
at Caliente, then sent him to Detroit and 
Chicago. finally returning the colt to 
California undefeated in 5 races. Revel 
beat him in a 614-furlong sprint on Jan- 
uary 2. but 5 days later Prove It won a 
1,,;-mile afiair by 7 lengths, and a week 
after that he won the 1'-mile San 
Fernando Stakes by a_half-length. On 
January 28. facing the best runners in 
California, Prove It won the 114-mile 
Maturity Stakes by 4% lengths. 

Prove It. a son of *Endeavour II. is 
not likely to make Ellsworth forget 
Swaps. but he may be the next-best thing 
the owner has had.

Union Talk 


The Blood-Horse, in its January 21 
issue. published 2 stories concerning the 
Teamsters’ efforts to organize the back- 
stretch in New York. One. by Lou De- 
Fichy. developed as much background as 
the rather hard-to-come-by facts of the 
case allowed, and the other, printed under 
our own name, quoted Irving Gushen, 
president of the Horsemen’s Benevolent 
and Protective Association, and Dana 
Tasker. executive vice president of the 
American Thoroughbred Owners Asso- 
ciation, both of whom said that additional 
expenses to horsemen, as a_ result of 
unionization, would have to be borne by 
racing associations. Gushen put part of 
the blame for the developing crisis on 
the Thoroughbred Racing Associations. 
which. he said, could have discouraged 
organization at the outset by providing 
more generously for living and working 
conditions on the backstretch. 

The stories elicited several responses. 
mostly from persons alarmed by the 
prospect of devastating economic conse- 
quences and the apparent threat to the 
security of the sport. We judged from all 
of this that many of our friends, when 
they had done with reading The Blood- 
Horse, had heen scanning the papers and 
watching James Hoffa on television. 

One of our correspondents. Daniel 
Hansburg, of Uniontown, Ohio, wrote 
that we had left out of our story “one 
important aspect of this situation,” that 
is. “the fact that the Teamster Union is 
controlled by undesirable people.” and 
he had. therefore. written U. S. Attorney 
General Robert Kennedy. no friend of 
Hoffa’s Teamsters, appraising him of the 
situation which previals. Said Mr. Hans- 
burg to Mr. Kennedy: 

“IT believe that a union under the influ- 
ence of undesirable people in a command- 
ing position in horse racing would undo 
all the work that the people of the sport 
have done to ‘clean it up.’ I am a racing 
fan, and with racing so closely tied to 
the law we need your help in preserving 
the legitimacy of the sport in this situa- 
tion. . . . I confidently hope that you 
will help the sport to the legal limit of 
your ability.” 

Gushen’s assertion that the TRA had 
been careless of its responsibilities did 
not go unchallenged. E. E. Dale Shaffer. 
president of the TRA, sent us a copy of 
a letter he had written to the HBPA 
chief. turning the responsibility for 
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unionization squarely back upon Gushen’s 
own organization. Said Mr. Shaffer to Mr. 
Gushen: 


“Just to keep the record straight. If 
any organization has the responsibility in 
this matter, it is the HBPA. The HPBA 
represents a large number of owners and 
trainers, and they, and not the racing 
associations, are the employers of grooms 
and exercise boys. While the TRA is 
actually interested in all problems of 
racing. and certainly sympathetic to this 
present situation. nevertheless, it should 
be definitely understood that the present 
problem is primarily the responsibility of 
individual owners and_ trainers.” 

Shaffer. testifying to the TRA’s interest 
in racing matters for which it felt no di- 
rect responsibility, said that the organiza- 
tion once had contributed $100,000 to 
combat swamp fever, that its membership 
had spent “several millions of dollars” 
to provide insurance for jockeys and exer- 
cise boys. and other millions “to insure 
the integrity of racing and its public ac- 
ceptance.” 

Shortly before this part of The Blood- 
Horse went to press a Daily Racing Form 
news story gave us something else to pon- 
der. On Monday morning at Santa Anita 
Park an estimated 300 owners and train- 
ers had gathered in the club house to 
formulate a plan of action against the 
organization of grooms at the Los Angeles 
track (last week’s issue. page 203). The 
writer didn’t say whether a plan was 
arrived at. but he reported that several 
influential owners had _ indicated they 
would retire from the sport before they 
acceded to any demands from the Team- 
sters or. presumably. from any other 
union. 


Odds and Ends 


The press services have given a lot of 
mileage lately to Jack Hogan’s pleasure 
in giving away $2 pari-mutuel tickets on 
his Jacnot Stable winners. As the Asso- 
ciated Press said, “Hogan makes a_ lot 
of friends this way.” Mr. Hogan had a 
lot of friends before he started giving 
money away. we might add. 


“Yes, Prove It is the horse to beat.” 
John Longden said before Prove It won 
the Maturity Stakes. “The track will have 
something to do with it. It’s best for the 
horses when it’s soft, but out here they 
often seem to have it too fast on week- 
ends. Some horses don’t like it that way.”

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On Fear and Confusion 


The few attempts of labor unions to 
organize grooms and exercise boys have 
been unsuccessful. Or perhaps it would 
be better to say that they have been 
zbandoned by the union leaders when they 
discovered the singular nature of the occu- 
pation of grooming horses and the singu- 
lar devotion of the groom to his horses. 
In one case, at least. a backstretch union 
dissolved after having reached the point 
of beginning its negotiations with horse- 
men. 

Certainly it cannot be argued that fail- 
ure to unionize the backstretch labor 
force was the result of organized oppo- 
sition. There has been no organized oppo- 
sition, nor is there any immediate pros- 
pect of it. As in the past, whenever the 
threat of a backstretch union has ap- 
peared, numerous owners and_ trainers 
row are going about telling one another 
that the effects would be calamitous. But 
if one excited horseman demands, “Why 
doesn’t somebody do something?” he finds 
no one willing to specify what should be 
done or who should do it. If a stranger 
pauses near a group of owners and train- 
ers, he is likely to overhear the word 
inevitable. The huddled sheep, he will 
understand, are discussing the arrival of 
the wolf. 

A case in point was the meeting of 
owners and trainers in the club house at 
Santa Anita Park on the morning of Jan- 
uary 30 “to formulate some sort of a plan 
to combat the rising threat of the union- 
ization of the grooms at this course,” to 
borrow the words of the Racing Form’s 
J. J. Murphy. Murphy recorded the fol- 
lowing direct quotations: 

Ray Bell: “. . . half the people in the 
business would close shop.” 

Elwood B. Johnston: “If the union 
comes to the backstretch, I am leaving. It 
is no fun losing money, but when you are 
told how you are going to lose it, that 
is worse. I will give up horse racing 
and breeding and take up golf.” 

Neil S. McCarthy: “Owners must have 
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grooms on whom they can depend, and 
anything can happen when a strange man 
takes over the care of a Thoroughbred. 
The grooms will be taking orders from 


the Teamsters Union. not from the 
owners.” 

There were other comments of similar 
nature, but apparently there was no form- 
ulation of any plan of any sort to combat 
the rising threat. The owner in the West. 
like the owner in the East, was prepared 
to fight the union according to the strat- 
egy laid out some years ago for fighting 
a woman. The only way to fight a woman. 
said a distinguished American philos- 
opher. is with your hat; grab it and 
run. 

As if there were not enough frustration 
in being incapable of anything except 
retreat, some organizations are specifying 
which other organizations are to have 
the blame for the conditions leading up 
to formation of a union. The necropsy is 
already under way. 

If a backstretch union can destroy 
racing in a few years, as some people 
fear it will. the state governments will be 
the principal losers. In New York alone 
more than $50.000.000 in revenue would 
be forfeited. Coincidentally, the state 
governments are the only entities with 
enough power to forestall the union. New 
York. in fact, has a law which provides: 
“Membership in a labor union shall not 
be a condition ef employment or of pref- 
erence in employment or a condition of 
the continuation of employment of any 
person at any track at which pari-mutuel 
harness racing shall be conducted in this 
state... .” There is no similar provision 
for the protection of Thoroughbred racing. 


which in effect has endowed the state with 
all its worldly goods. 

If the law concerning harness racing is 
just, then the absence of such a law for 
Thoroughbred racing appears to be an 
injustice. 


Individuals are helpless. Organizations 
say it is none of their business. Unless 
the state takes notice. the only prospect of 
effective opposition to a Teamsters local 
on the backstretch appears to lie with 
the grooms ‘themselves, assuming that 
they are less confused than the rest of us. 


The assumption is a doubtful one. The 
grooms themselves may be as confused 
and as fearful as the others who wonder 
what will happen when Jimmy Hoffa be- 
comes boss of the backstretch. For many 
of them it will be a difficult decision 
whether to stay with their present troubles 
or fly to others they know not of. Perhaps 
they would not have had to face such 
an issue if more of the amenities of life 
had been made available to them years 
ago. 

If. by some chance. the union does not 
take control of the backstretch before the 
snows have melted, every man who holds 
z responsible place in racing will have 
time to think again upon his responsi- 
bility toward one of racing’s least de- 
manding and most indispensable groups of 
men. Improvement in the character and 
efficiency of the average groom waits 
upon the setting of a higher standard for 
him. and this includes an improvement 
in his living and working conditions. The 
number of dedicated men who rub horses 
because they like the work is gradually 
declining. If the disappearing members 
of the old school are to be replaced by 
something better than undependable 
itinerants. it will be necessary to treat 
them with new respect and provide them 
with new conveniences. The world has 
changed mightily since Slow and Easy 
was a boy. 

If we are lucky this time, let’s not stand 
around waiting for Jimmy Hoffa.

A ‘Weedy Little Old Thing’ 
Growing Bigger Each Race 


Prove It, unraced at 2 
because he was. in the words of Rex 
Ellsworth. “a weedy little old thing,” 
reached full stature with a convincing 
414-length triumph in the $100.000-added 
Maturity Stakes at Santa Anita Park. As 
he pulled away in the home stretch, with 
Willie Shoemaker casting a couple of 
glances over his shoulder trying to dis- 
cover what had happened to the opposi- 
tion, he seemed to tower over such rivals 
as Tompion, T. V. Lark, and New Policy. 
He reached the end of the mile and a 
quarter in 2:01, fourth-fastest race in the 
history of the Maturity. It was an excel- 
lent performance, considering that while 
the track was fast. it was still dull from 
a rainstorm that had visited the area in 
mid-week.

After the race, Ellsworth and trainer 
Mish Tenney visited the press box and 
discussed the Maturity over a couple of 
straight limeades. 

“This was his best race.” Tenney said. 
“T thought he ran freer than ever before. 
He ran well in that mile-and-a sixteenth 
race he won here earlier in the meeting. 
He didn’t run quite as well. I thought. 
in the San Fernando Stakes (which he 


won) and then he came up with that 
race today. He was running freer than 
ever. 


“Shoemaker gave him what I would 
call a precision ride. I believe it was 
the best-judged ride I have ever seen. 

“He is an easy horse to train,” Tenney 
added. “He’s not ambitious in the morn- 
ings. but he is not lazy, either. Just let 
him know what you want. and he will do 
it. He is a nice. gentle horse around the 
barn. 

“I'd say that he is unusual in one re- 
spect — he has no bad habits. and there 
is nothing at all unusual about him. Now, 
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By Robert Hebert 


I think that’s something when a trainer 
can’t find at least one flaw with a horse.” 

Ellsworth, who breeds about 180 mares 
a season at his ranch in Ontario, Calif.. 
said that when Prove It was in Detroit 
last summer he was asked to put a price 
on the colt. Ellsworth said $75,000, but 
of course, Prove It is not for sale now 
at any price. Ellsworth’s take-home pay 


from the Maturity, including his own sup- 
plementary nominating fee, breeder award. 
etc... was $107,707.

Shoemaker and Prove It permitted Grey 
Eagle to have the early lead. which he 
kept for more than a mile. Prove It rated 
nicely some 2 lengths back of the leader. 
with New Policy outside of him in third 
place. followed by Tompion along the rail. 
Then came Prince Blessed, T. V. Lark. and 
Djeddah Pat. The latter, hopelessly out- 
classed all the way, finally was beaten 
by about 22 lengths. 


Going into the far turn, the leaders 
began bunching up. Shoemaker let Prove 
It out a notch, and the son of *Endeavour 
II. always eager to respond, ranged up on 
the outside. As they came into the home 
stretch, he was half a length in front of 
Grey Eagle, and Tompion, New Policy. 
and T. V. Lark were about 2 lengths 
away, still close enough to take it all with 
a big closing punch. 

That was when Shoemaker tapped Prove 
It—just once—and the colt widened on 
his field so quickly that the race was 
over in a few strides. At the eighth-pole, 
Shoemaker looked around, saw nothing 
he could interpret as a challenge, and 
relaxed. At the sixteenth-pole, he cast 
another glance over his shoulder, saw the 
field melting behind him, and began eas- 
ing up. 

It turned out to be a whale of a finish 
for the secondary awards, with Prince 


Blessed getting up in the last stride or 
two to take second money by a_ nose 


from his stablemate. Grey Eagle. Tompion 
was another half a length away in fourth 
place. almost 2 lengths in front of New 
Policy. The latter had half a length over 
T. V. Lark. 

Grey Eagle. which ran an encouraging 
race in the colors of Travis Kerr, cut out 
the fractions — :22345, :4614, 1:1085 and 
1:3535. 

Tenney after the race pointed out that 
Prove It had grown into a_ fair-sized 
horse. “I would say he stands 16 hands 
now, and weighs around 1,150 pounds. 
But he has that long barrel, and he looks 
small until you get up close to him. He’s 
grown quite a bit since I took him over 
last fall.” 

Because the Maturity is run under al- 
lowance conditions, Prove It got in with 
116 pounds: and he already has _ his 
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weight, 115 pounds, for next month’s 
Santa Anita Handicap. So that race, too, 
is looking more and more like a gift. 
Immediately after the Maturity, racing 
secretary Frank E. Kilroe posted weights 
for the Santa Catalina Handicap, and 
Prove It had top weight of 128 pounds. 


Prove It would not start in the Santa 
Catalina, because it was down for only 5 
days after the Maturity. Ellsworth and 
Tenney are wondering what weight Prove 
It will draw for the San Antonio, which 
likely will be the next start on the colt’s 
schedule. 


Award to Moreno 


Peter Moreno. popular California 
jockey who in 1960 won riding champion- 
ships at Del Mar, Tanforan, and Golden 
Gate, this week was announced as _ the 
rider who will receive the 1961 George 
Woolf Memorial Jockey Award. The 
award, in the form of a cast bronze minia- 
ture of the George Woolf statue, which 
stands in the Santa Anita paddock gar- 
dens. will be presented to Moreno in 
public ceremonies on Monday. February 
13, before the afternoon’s racing program. 

Moreno, who makes his home in Ar- 
cadia with his wife and 2 children, was 
born in Chicago in 1926. He has a younger 
brother, Henry, also riding at Santa Anita. 
He rode his first winner at Bav Meadows 
on March 27, 1951. After winning the 
$100.000-added Hollywood Derby on

year there were no snickers and no de- 
risive comments. And no one in the park 
had to ask, “Who’s he?” 

Exactly 2 years ago Farisziadie, a dap- 
per. well spoken Venezuelan, arrived at 
Hialeah with an old Argentine-bred cam- 
paigner named *Petare. The horse barely 
cleared quarantine in time for the Royal 
Palm Handicap, and the only work he 
got for the race was one on the airport 
grounds. But *Petare ran in the Royal 
Palm, and Farisziadie got it all—the purse 
of $21,645 and $32.30 on the board. Mil- 
lard remained in Caracas in 1960 and with 
Cambur won the Simon Bolivar, richest 
race in Venezuela. *Mi Carlo, also trained 
by Farisziadie, was third. 

Cambur went bad. but  Farisziadie 
moved in to Hialeah last month with 9 
horses. Three of them were of stakes 
class — *Micarlo, *Repiqueteo, and 
*Banal. 

“T will run 2 of them or 3 of them in 
the classic races each Saturday here,” 


Farisziadie said. “I plan to run *Micarlo 
and *Repiqueteo in the Royal Palm; I 
will run *Micarlo and *Banal in the 
Bougainvillea and the Turf Cup (Febru- 
ary 11). I have put *Micarlo and *Banal 
in the McLennan (February 4) and 
Widener (February 18). 

“*Banal, | believe. ran on grass in San 
Isidro. *Micarlo never has run on turf, 
but gallops very well on it. *Repiquiteo, 
also.”

breds. *Micarlo stands 16:1, *Banal 16:3. 
and *Repiqueteo even closer to 17. 

“*Micarlo is by Mironton—Carlita,” 
Farisziadie said. “He was purchased in 
foal by Enrique Lander and was foaled in 
Peru. He raced in Caracas as a 3-year-old 
and won his first 2 starts. at a mile and 
an eighth. He is now a 5-year-old, in this 
country. Last year he won 10 races.” 

Farisziadie had many anxious moments 
with *Micarlo. Trouble arose in tracing 
the lineage of the horse, when a question 
arose about a dam dating back to 1872. 
Millard applied for a racing permit. and 
it was not until the day before the Royal 
Palm that The Jockey Club agreed to 
issue one. 

“We would be lost without this horse. 
It would be a pity.” he said. “All we 
could do is send him back. This horse can 
run if IT can get him to the top of his 
form. That is. if I can do so.” 
*Repiqueteo, 7. had run in “ordinary 
in Caracas. He and *Banal are 
Argentine-bred. Farisziadie said *“Repi- 
queteo was an ordinary horse in Argen- 
tina. “But he came into my hands in 
Caracas in August. and has been doing 
fairly well since then. *Banal is by 
Tonico—Frivolity. He was one of the best 
runners in Caracas in 1958 and °59. He 
won the Clasico Governacion at a mile 
and a quarter. He won the Fuerzas Ar- 
madas. at 2 miles in Caracas, last year 
end the year before.” 

*Banal won 5 races and the equivalent

of $57.611 in 1959, 2 races and $34.500 
in 1960. 


“T will not be disappointed if these 
horses do not run good the first time. 
They may need one race to wake them 
up. As long as they are in health, they 
should run well. *Micarlo is the best. 
yes. but if *Banal decides he wants to 
run, he can be a very good one. He seems 
to enjoy it here very much, more than the 
rest. 

“Tam having a nice vacation and in 
the meantime doing a little work. When 
I was here last time Mr. [Charles] Me- 
Lennan (Hialeah racing secretary) was 
very nice and kind to us. It is wonderful 
when people go out of their way to help 
you.

*Ebelde. 5 (“he won 8 races for me in 
4 months last year”); *Cantrocito (“a 
very useful little horse’); *Tristan, 6 
(“the best of the bunch of the allowance 
horses—he won 200,000 Bolivares. $65,000 
in American money”); *South Pole, 5 
(“he won 5 races; he is the werst of the 
bunch”); *Tataviejo, 5 (“he is lame”). 

Farisziadie was on the move constantly, 
and when he got back to the barn he 
found a gray horse in the far stall. 

“Oh. I forget this one—*Chalo. One 
would think I was hiding something. He 
is an ordinary type of fellow.” 

Gustavo Avila, who rode *Petare in the 
1959 Royal Palm, was due to arrive from 
Caracas at any moment. Another of Faris- 
ziadie’s riders. Ignacio Ferrer, already was 
on the scene. 

“He is much the same type as Avila,” 
Millard said. “A very good boy—plucky, 
clean. Also very honest. And this is most 
important.” 

In the Royal Palm history did not re- 
peat itself. Both *Micarlo and *Repi- 
queteo were up the track—last and next- 
to-last. But Farisziadie. undismayed, came 
right back the next Saturday. according 
to the blueprint, with *Micarlo and 
*Banal in the Bougainvillea Turf Handi- 
cap. at 1,°; miles. 

“T expect my horses to run much better 
this time.” he said. “Still not at their: 
best. mind you. They need one more: 
race.” 

*Micarlo did not improve in the Bou- 
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gainvillea, finishing 13th. But *Banal, 
which never had started in this country, 
“decided that he wants to run.” 

He made a splendid run after being 
hopelessly out of it down the backstretch. 
finishing sixth, less than a length behind 
the third horse, *North Pole II. 

Farisziadie’s “grand plan” was begin- 
ning to take shape. 

The Bougainvillea was a big race for 
*Banal but, more than that, a tour de 
force for *Wolfram and financier Lou 
Wolfson. 

Two days before the Bougainvillea, 
Wolfson and his trainer, Burley Parke, 
had decided to purchase 4 horses from 
Major Albert Warner, for a total cost 
of $100,000. 

The 4 were the 3-year-old colt Jet Tides, 
the 3-year-old colt Double Plus, the 4- 
year-old *La Coronilla If, and the 5-year- 
old French-bred *Wolfram, by Fast Fox 
—Whallali, by Ardar. 

At the rate things were going for Wolf- 
son and Parke, they had to make some 
kind of move. Roving Minstrel, their best 
3-year-old, had suffered a brain hemor- 
rhage the previous week and had been 
destroyed. Quiz Star, their best grass 
horse. was out of action with a wrenched 


back. Garwol, another good 3-year-old, 
had suffered a strained ligament. 

“Wolfram. which won the Grand Prix 
de Marseilles in 1959, had wen 2 of 5 
starts in America last year, including a 
victory in a division of the New York 
Handicap. In his firsi start this year he 
closed ground but was beaten off by Heli- 
oscope Jr. He figured to improve off the 
race, but the degree of improvement was 
startling. 

Harmonizing. conqueror of Bald Eagle 
and Sword Dancer—and *Wolfram—in 
the Man o° War Handicap at Belmont 
Park last October. was the favorite in the 
Bougainvillea, despite not having had a 
race over the track. *Wolfram got away 
at 6 to 1. 

Jockey John Rotz took *Wolfram off 
the pace and kept him on the hedge, 
saving ground to the half-mile-pole. *No- 
holme II had gone to the lead at the break 
and now turned for home 4 lengths in 
front and galloping. 

At the half-mile-pole Rotz had started 
his move on *Wolfram, going outside 
Eurasia for running room. *Noholme II 
still was 4 lengths in front at the eighth- 
pole but *Wolfram drew even at the six-

teenth-pole and went on to win by 2°4 
lengths. *Noholme II easily saved second 
money over *North Pole II, which came 
back lame. *Bergamot, a $5,000 claimer 
last summer, was a creditable fourth. a 
neck in front of Eurasia, which was a 
nose in front of *Banal. *Wolfram ran 
the miles in 1:565, and paid $15.70.

New Orteans. The presentation cere- 
mony after the Thelma Stakes was held 
in a drizzle on a platform at the finish 
line, instead of in the infield winner’s 
circle. which had been made inaccessible 
by the sloppy track. Witherite had just 
won her first stakes race, and W. D. Bern- 
hardt was there to greet her. 

While Witherite has been the best horse 
in Bernhardt’s stable, her prominence 
lately had been overshadowed somewhat 
by the exploits of her stablemates, notably 
a plater named Golden Circle. Witherite 
had come to the Fair Grounds with the 
best of recommendations and had won 4 
of 6 races before the Thelma. Still, nearly 
everyone was more interested in Golden 
Circle. a 5-year-old Great Circle gelding. 

Bernhardt claimed Golden Circle a year 
ago for $2.500. The big bay was so sore 
he was allowed to remain in his stall for 
a few days. and on the first attempt to 
give him some exercise veteran trainer 
Dave (Red) Womeldorff had to call him 
back before he reached the track. 

Golden Circle was turned out for the 
summer and did not start again until the 
fall meeting at Jefferson Downs, where 
he ran out of the money in 2 half-mile 
sprints. Then he moved across town to 
the Fair Grounds, and on Thanksgiving 
Day he started in a 1,-mile claiming 
race. 

He won that race, his next, and so on, 
until by January 14 Golden Circle had 
run in and won 7 races, giving him a 
perfect score at the meeting. Five of the 
races were in a program of “marathon” 
events started at this meeting by racing 
secretary John Daniel. Designed to pro- 
mote distance racing, 3 series of handi- 
caps were scheduled for horses in various 
claiming categories. There were increased 
purses, and there was immunity from 
claiming. After 4 victories in these races 
Daniel assigned him 130 pounds, and 
Womeldorff withdrew him, while the 
trainer declared, “I believe he could beat 
those horses even carrying 130, but I 
don’t want to break him down with weight 
like that.” 

A week later, Golden Circle was in 
with 127 pounds, going 1144 miles, and 
that is how he got his seventh in a row. 
There now seem to be only 2 alternatives 
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Everybody works, but —

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for the horse—to run in claiming races 
again or move up to better company. 
Womeldorff, considering both possibilities, 
said the 5-year-old probably could hold 
his own against allowance horses or the 


better handicap runners, but still. he 
might put him back in a claiming race. 
philosophizing that although he could 
lose him, it would be fair play since 
“that’s the way we got him.” 

By the time the Fair Grounds meeting 
had been half completed, Golden Circle 
elready had won as many races as the 
biggest winner last year. Result Player 
won 6 in 1960. and only 3 horses posted 
as many as 5 victories. 

Unless Golden Circle keeps winning, 
however, Witherite probably will take 
over the press notices. This was just the 
third running of the Thelma Stakes, and 
it is a little premature to predict its 
value as a prep race for other distaff 
events, but it might be well to remember 
that the second and third horses in the 
first running of the Thelma were first 
and second in a division of the Kentucky 
Oaks that year.

DELAWARE 
Slower Drying, but Softer 


The following account of Delaware 
Park’s new racing surface was prepared 
by the track for use in THe BLoop-Horse. 


Delaware Park has completely resur- 
faced its racing strip, arriving at a new 
surface for 1961, according to an an- 
nouncement from Donald P. Ross, presi- 
dent of the Delaware Steeplechase and 
Race Association. The work was under 
the supervision of William du Pont Jr., 
whose plans were carried out by Dela- 
ware Park’s Clarke Pardee and a crew 
cf 50 men who were on the job intensively 
for weeks after the close of the recent 
Delaware Park race meeting. Du Pont 


and Pardee are an old combination on 
racing strips as they spent weeks at Santa 
Anita changing that strip some years ago. 
They have worked on many other tracks, 
including du Pont’s 2 private tracks, one 
of which is dirt, the other grass. 

Perhaps the most significant thing about 
the Delaware Park project was not the 
size of the job, but the new scientific con- 
cept involving control of the strip for the 
future. Du Pont’s plan. implemented by 
Pardee and his crews, began with test- 
taking at New York, New Jersey, and 
Illinois tracks, and at selected private 
tracks, as well as at Delaware Park. 

The samples, of equal size. were washed, 
and then heat-fried in a crucible testing 
pan. The residue, free of moisture. then 
was worked through the various screens 
of the Tyler Standard Scale. These 
screens range from 4 openings to the 
inch to a refinement of 200 openings to 
the inch. It was a simple, but painstaking 
matter, to divide the total sample into 
the various ingredients of coarse sand, 
medium sand. fine sand, silt, and clay. 
The humus. or organic matter, is arrived 
at in a volume test. 

Du Pont believes that the texture and 
ingredients of the Delaware Park strip 
can be maintained rather constantly with 
the same ingredients, and percentages of 
each, from year to year.. This opinion is 
based largely on Delaware Park’s owner- 
ship of a particular farm with a special 
soil at Frederica, and its ability to get at 
will Millville sand, which is primarily a 
fine sand. The mix of the 2 is the base of 
the control, du Pont said. 

Pardee said, “In the past, track super- 
intendents had to do the best they could 
with the surface they had. Granted cap- 
able men and efficient machinery, much 
could be done, but there was no guaranty 
of uniformity from year to year. We now 
think we can get that uniformity at Dela- 
ware Park. We think the 1960 surface at 
Delaware Park was a good one; the 1961

The Harbor View Farm of Louis FE. 


was the third-largest money winner with victories 
in 54 races and earnings of $679,865. Toward the 
end of the year the stable’s luck seemed to be all 
bad. Roving Minstrel, winner of the Champagne 
Stakes, was destroyed after a paddock accident, 
Garwol severely pulled a ligament in his leg. Quiz 
Star wrenched his back, and Francis S. suffered 
a recurrence of a respiratory ailment. 

In an effort to replenish his stable with horses 
ready to run, Wolfson paid Major Albert Warner 
$100,000 for 4 horses, *Wolfram, Jet Tides, Double 
Plus, and *La Coronilla Hl, and the first of these 
to run in the Harbor View colors was *Wolfram, 
which won the Bougainvillea Turf Handicap at 
Hialeah Park less than 48 hours after the saie. 

Only 6 American-foaled horses were in the field 
of 14 turf runners that went to the post in the 
Bougainvillea, and one of these was Harmonizing, 
the 2%-to-l favorite. *Wolfram was the fourth 
choice at almost 7 to 1. Moving up steadily along 
the inside, *Wolfram caught the pace-setting *No- 
holme II in the final sixteenth and won by 2% 
lengths. The time for the 1,5 miles was 1:56%, a 
second slower than the track record set in 1958. 
*Wolfram, paying $15.70, earned $22,035 for 
Wolfson’s Harbor View Farm. 

The Bougainvillea was the 7th start in the U. S. 
for *Wolfram. which won a division of the New 
York Handicap at Aqueduct last October. He is the 
first stakes winner in the U. S. by Fast Fox. a 
winner of 10 of 20 races in France and England.

Robert Moore, former Calumet Farm yearling 
trainer, when he appraised the 1959 crop prior 
to shipping to Florida, said of Plum Cake: 
“Likable looking filly, sound in leg, has plenty 
of ability on the track, and has a slight edge on 
the other fillies.” The daughter of Real Delight 
on January 28 became the first stakes winner from 
Calumet’s 1958 crop of foals. 

Plum Cake made her first start on September 
20 at Atlantic City, winning by 3 lengths, and 
followed with victories in allowance races at Gar- 
den State and Laurel Parks. She was unplaced 
in the Selima Stakes, on an off track, and in her 
last race as a 2-year-old she was second to Primon- 
etta in the Marguerite Stakes. She was assigned 
110 pounds in the Experimental Free Handicap, 
ranking below 10 other fillies. 

In the Jasmine Stakes, for which she was a 
4-to-5 choice, Plum Cake took the lead from Ken- 
tucky Gal after a half-mile and won by 9 lengths. 


Her time of 1:24°5 was two-fifths of a second 
faster than Black Darter’s in the first division. 

Plum Cake, foaled April 11, 1958, was the 
second foal of Real Delight, one of the best mares 
bred and raced by Calumet Farm. Manager Mel- 
vin Cinnamon expects Real Delight’s 2-year-old 
colt to gain distinction. Real Delight’s 1961 foal 
by Swaps is expected about February 24, and 
the mare is booked to Nashua. 

Plum Cake was the 6th stakes winner sired by 
Ponder, Kentucky Derby winner of 1949, which 
died in 1958. She was the 106th stakes winner 
for the stable since 1934, when Nellie Flag  be- 
came the first horse to win an added-money event 
under the Calumet colors. 

The Jasmine victory extended to 6 generations 
the succession of stakes winners in Plum Cake’s 
family. The series began with Ruddy Light’s dam, 
Washoe Belle, when she won the $670 Juvenile 
Stakes at Denver on June 19, 1915.

surface also will be a good one, but it 
will be different.” 

Approximately 5,000 cubic yards of new 
material, equivalent to the entire surface 
of the strip to a depth of between 3 and 4 
inches, went into the job. A crew of 6 
men was used merely for loading at the 
Frederica farm, about 60 miles from 
Delaware Park. 

The thousands of cubic yards of “old” 
racing strip will not be wasted. The old 
cushion was trucked to the stable area 
and distributed on the roads there. 

Pardee said that the 1961 strip would 
dry a little more slowly than the previous 
strip, since it has a smaller ingredient of 
coarse sand and medium sand. However, 
he said it would be “softer” under the 
feet of horses, since it would have a higher 
ingredient of fine sand and silt and clay, 
as well as a higher proportion of humus. 
The relative proportions are shown on the 
accompanying chart.

More Money for Overnights 


Cuicaco. The Balmoral. Arlington 
Park and Washington Park Jockey Clubs 
last week released the 1961 stakes pro- 


ing. It was the first from the desk of 
the new chieftain, Mrs. Marjorie Lind- 
heimer Everett. The 30 stakes, same num- 
ber as a year ago, carried $1,090,000 in 
added money, a drop of $200,000 from 
1960. 

Something like this was to have been ex- 
pected. Several weeks earlier, manage- 
ment had announced that the minimum 
purse at the 3 meetings would be $3,500, 
whereas in 1960 the minimum was $2,590. 
There weren’t too many races at that 
figure, but there were a lot between $2.500 
and $3,500. 

Management obviously figured some- 
thing had to give. since no one predicted 
vast improvements in 1961 revenue. Aver- 
age handle at the 3 meetings is approxi- 
mately $1.150.000— not too high for 
tracks of the caliber of Arlington Park 
and Washington Park — but purse distri- 
bution at the 2 tracks has consistently 
been among the highest in the land. 

Total net purse distribution last year 
at the 3 meetings was $4.443.000. includ- 
ing about $150.000 in stakes and purses 
provided by the state for Illinois-breds. 
Management said “nearly $4,500,000 in 
stakes and purses” would be distributed 
this year. 

The ratio between overnights and 
stakes will be approximately 75 per cent 


gram for their co-ordinated 97-day meet- 


to 25 per cent—more in keeping with 
the national average at major tracks than 
heretofore. Some officials of the Horse- 
men’s Benevolent and Protective Associa- 
tion complained bitterly in the past that 
the Arlington-Washington stakes program 
was much too rich in relation to the over- 
night distribution. In 1958, for instance, 
Balmoral-Arlington-Washington offered 32 
stakes with $1,495,000 in added money, 
nearly 34 per cent of the total net dis- 
tribution. 


The small horseman, one with horses 
below stakes caliber. will applaud the 
new $3,500 minimum. Perhaps most sta- 
bles will, for true stakes horses are few 
and far between. 


A study of the 1961 stakes program 
reveals some interesting things. For in- 
stance, the Arlington Classic and_ the 
Princess Pat Stakes, both for many years 
ranked as companion races to the Amer- 
ican Derby and Arlington Lassie, appar- 
ently aren’t any more—at least, not in 
money. Each has been cut $25,000 — 
the Classic to $75,000 and the Princess Pat 
to $25,000. The Princess Pat, for 2-year- 
old fillies, was named for Mrs. Patricia 
Lindheimer Steiner, daughter of the late 
Ben Lindheimer. Besides Mrs. Everett, 
who some months ago bought out the Ar- 
lington-Washington holdings of her mother

Management hopes to give the Amer- 
ican Derby the glamor treatment. At the 
suggestion of sports columnist Dave Con- 
don, of the Chicago Tribune, the race will 
be held on Saturday. August 5, the day 
after the All-Star football game which 
that paper sponsors. This is about three 
weeks earlier than normal, and it is the 
hope of management that the many writers 
who cover the football game will hang 
on another day to cover the American 
Derby. Many years ago, the American 
Derby was one of the few really important 
races on the American Turf. It was first 
run in 1884, its first president was Gen. 
Phil Sheridan. of Civil War fame, and it 
has a lot of tradition behind it. But in 
more recent times. the Classic has usually 
as the more prestigious race by Chicago- 
ans. Decision of Mr. Lindheimer several 
years ago to slice the Classic distance 
from 114 miles to 1 mile disappointed 
racing buffs. 

Mr. Lindheimer was an exponent of 
Turf racing. and Mrs. Everett may be, too, 
though I don’t know. I do know that 2 
turf stakes have been dropped from the 
1961 calendar —the Balmoral and Grass- 
land—and another, the Olympia, has 
been changed to dirt. One new grass 
stakes, the $25.000 Round Table Handi- 
cap, replaces the Balmoral. Last year 
there were 6 turf stakes worth $185,000: 
in 1961 there will be 4 worth $120,000. 

The 1 other new stakes is the $20,000 
Pucker Up Handicap. a mile event for 
3-year-old fillies. It honors the former 
fine race mare owned by Chicagoan Dan 
Rice, in recent years a strong critic of 
certain of Mr. Lindheimer’s policies but 
now listed as an advisor to the Arlington- 
Washington management. 

The big thing that Rice objected to, 
scrambling of race dates, has been partly 
changed. Arlington Park, which in recent 
years has been running part of its meeting 
at Washington Park, will be a stay-at-home 
in 1961. Arlington, in fact, will be the 
site of 67 consecutive days of racing — 
its own 36 days, to be followed by Wash- 
ington Park’s 31. The only racing at 
Washington Park will be Balmoral’s 30- 
day meeting opening on May 15. 

Some of the other stakes hard hit by 
the new track policy (which may well be 
the right one) are the $25,000 Chicago 
Handicap, down $15,000 from a year ago: 
the $30,000 Citation Stakes, down $20.000: 
the $30,000 Laurance Armour Memorial 
Handicap, down $20,000; the $30.000 Stars 
and Stripes Handicap, down $20.000; and 
the $30.000 Equipoise Mile, down $20,000. 
Of the 30 stakes run last year, and in- 
cluding the 2 replacements for 1961, 16 
took cuts of from $5,000 up to $25,000. 
16 were kept at the same value, and 1 
(the Olympia Handicap) was_ boosted 
$5.000 to $20,000. The Olympia, for 3- 
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year-olds and up. at 6 furlongs on the 
grass last summer. now is a 7-furlong 
dash on the flat for 3-year-olds. 

Among other stakes changes: The Cleo- 
patra Stakes. for 3-year-old fillies, will be 
run at 6 furlongs instead of a mile; and 
the I-mile Chicagoan Handicap, last year 
for 3-year-olds, and the one-mile Citation 
Stakes. for 3 and up. keep their distances 
but exchange age conditions. 

Distance of the Meadowland Handicap, 
on the grass, has been shortened from 
1,5 miles to 514 furlongs: the Misty Isle 
Handicap. for 3-year-old fillies, has been 
lengthened a furlong to 7; the Stars and 
Stripes Handicap, on the grass, has been 
sliced a sixteenth of a mile to 114 miles; 
the Princess Pat has been shortened to 
514 furlongs, the Myrtlewood to 6145 fur- 
longs: and the Warren Wright. for 3-year- 
olds. has been shortened from 11¢ miles 
to a mile. 

Arlington apparently will continue to 
emphasize shorter racing. Longest racing 
is the Arlington Handicap. on the turf 
at 1,*%; miles. There are 4 stakes at 9 
furlongs.

The Only Horse 
In New York 


Etmont, L. I.—There is one Thorough- 
bred race horse living at Belmont Park 
these days. She is the only race horse in 


New York. 


The 3-year-old chestnut filly, which goes 
by the name of Princess Fair, is attended 
daily by a groom and a veterinarian. 

During a workout in late November, 
Princess Fair pulled up lame. A diag- 
nosis revealed she had suffered multiple 
fractures of cannon bones in both fore 
legs. Owner Max Gluck, of Elmendorf, 
former U. S. Ambassador to Ceylon, want- 
ed the horse saved—and “saved at any 
cost.” he told trainer Walter Kelley. When 
other horses moved to warmer climes, 
Princess Fair remained in her stall, be- 
cause she could not be moved. Her pain 
was severe; she could barely stand. Most 
of her early recuperation was spent lying 
on a soft straw bed, with plaster casts 
on both fore legs. 


Patient handling and tender care by her 
65-year-old Irish-born groom, Ed O’Brien, 
and constant treatment by Dr. Manuel Gil- 
man, slowly are bringing her to recovery. 
Though shaky on her legs, she now spends 
a good deal of time looking out her 
stall door. She has become the pet of the 
maintenance men who work here and of 
the Pinkertons who patrol the track. 


“She’s over the worst of it now,” said 
her groom. “She’s been no problem to me, 
and everything went smoothly from the 
day she was injured. I got to admire this 
horse, she was determined to live. She’s 
very careful of herself and I’ve really 
become attached to her. I had to feed her 
while she was lying down at the begin- 
ning, and, funny thing, she used to yell 
for her food from that position. 

“She wanted to live so bad, she never 
gave up. She was a good doer and never 
fretted. And she was content to be by 
herself. Now that she’s better, she’s anx- 
ious to move about.” 

Princess Fair’s constant companion at 
Barn 28 is a black-and-white cat which 
oversees the area like a watchdog. O’Brien, 
who calls he: “Spotty,” said, “She’s cost- 
ing me money; she’s a fussy eater. I don’t 
know where she came from, but she’s been 
her all winter.” 

Thomas Wirth, of the Pinkertons, said 
of the groom, “O’Brien never missed a day 
taking care of the horse, rain or snow. 
Some days he had to shovel his way 
through to get to the horse. He’s sure been 
a faithful man to that horse.”

The Firing Iron Is Not So Hot 


Counter-irritation is a procedure in 
which certain drugs or other agents are 
applied to the intact skin in order to 
cure or ameliorate a deeper situated path- 
ological process. Agents which cause 
counter-irritation are known as counter- 
irritants and include the actual cautery 
(commonly referred to as firing), acid 
firing, setons, rubefacients, vesicants, and 
pustulants, the latter 2 being referred to 
as blisters. The subcutaneous injection of 
certain agents—the so-called inward blis- 
ters—also merits inclusion in a study of 
counter-irritation. 

Counter-irritation as a form of therapy 
in human and veterinary medicine has 
been known and used at least since the 
Neolithic period (7000-3000 B. C.). It is 


interesting to note, however, that despite

the fact that this mode of treatment has 
been in use for so long, the exact way 
in which it acts and brings about results 
is not knowr. Although the more severe 
forms of inducing counter-irritation have 
long been abandoned by the medical pro- 
fession, they are, or were until the advent 
of certain anti-inflammatory compounds, 
still employed by many veterinarians in 
equine practice for reasons which to the 
pathologist and physiologist are quite 
irrational. The forms of severe counter- 
irritation just referred to are. as you 
might have expected. firing and _blister- 
ing. Since this is not a dissertation on 
the pros and cons of such therapy we will 
detour around that argument and go on 
later to a consideration of subcutaneously 
induced counter-irritants. 

A review of the literature on counter- 
irritation is a phenomenal task. as I found 
to my cost when preparing a thesia on 
this subject for a postgraduate degree. 
Most of the material was written in lang- 
uages other than English, and practically 
ell of it referred to the use of firing and 
blistering. Few references were found to 
acid-firing and even less to the use of 
“inward blisters.” Time does not permit 
a consideration of the literature, but if 
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any of you wish to study this topic of 
counter-irritation to a much greater extent 
and detail than is present in our text 
books, I shall be happy to contribute my 
reference list to you with the proviso that 
you arrange for your own translation from 
the German, French, Danish, Portuguese, 
Italian, Hungarian, and Russian lang- 
uages. 

Some years prior to the study of the 
effect of “inward blisters,” I had carried 
out a series of observations on the efforts 
of perforating firing on the anterior 
aspect of the large metacarpal bone and 
also on the flexor tendon region of normal 
horses. We also confirmed that the temp- 
erature of the firing iron at the conven- 
tional cherry-red coloration was in the 
region of 650-750 degrees Centigrade. The 
conclusions reached were as follows: 

(1) The periosteum and_ underlying 
metarcarpal bone were quite unaffected 
following perforating firing as commonly 
carried out in North America. 

(2) Only rarely was there any evidence 
of the iron having penetrated deeper than 
the fascia surrounding the superficial 
flexor tendon. In other words, using the 
accepted method of firing in North Amer- 
ica, the term perforating firing is virtually 
a misnomer, as far as deep-seated struc- 
tures are concerned. 

(3) The reason for these 2 conclusions 
lies in the fact that the rate of heat dis- 
persal from the iron at 650-750 degrees is 
so great that by the time perforation of 
the skin is achieved, insufficient heat re- 
mains to exert an advantageous effect on 
the more deeply situated structures. This 
would tend to imply that if the deeper 
tissues were in any way involved as a 
consequence of the firing procedure, then 
the result of firing was not due to the 
direct application of heat to the tissue 
actually requiring treatment, but to the 
hyperemic effect mentioned by some 
earlier workers or to other factors as yet 
unknown. 

This theory of heat dispersal was con- 
firmed by carrying out temperature re- 
cordings (employing a thermocouple and 
potentiometer) on living anesthetized 
horses being subjected to the firing iron. 
After completing this work we learned 
that similar results had been obtained by 
an Italian worker (Bossi) 50 years earlier. 
Fortunately our results were in accord with 
those recorded in Italy. 

Observations, both gross micro- 
scopic, had also been carried out on the 
effects of 2 commercially prepared blister- 
ing agents and the familiar red iodide of 
mercury blistering ointment. A research 
worker is not supposed to anticipate an 
effect, but the results of employing these 
agents were suprisingly negative as far 
as the deeper tissues were concerned. In 
many cases, actual vesication was not 
achieved, and where vesiculation and 
pustule formation was noted, the epider- 
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mis was largely destroyed, but beyond the 
subcutaneous tissue there was little and 
in many cases no evidence of an inflamma- 
tory reaction. By far the best results, 
topically speaking, were obtained by the 
intermittent but regular use of a proprie- 
tary preparation called Capsoline (Parke, 
Davis and Co.), and this agent has been 
used as a substitute for the firing iron 
for the past 8 or 9 years by this writer. 
It is not classified as a blistering agent. 

Consequent on these somewhat nega- 
tive results when using accepted methods 
of counter-irritation, it was decided to ob- 
serve the effects of certain agents when 
employed as “inward blisters” and to de- 
termine if any deep hyperemic effect could 
be attributed to their use. Although this 
type of therapy is familiar to most equine 
practitioners, a literature search failed to 
reveal any study of its effects on soft 
tissues. Perhaps the first known such 
agent is oil of turpentine, which, when 
injected subcutaneously, will produce a 
sterile abscess with an accompanying se- 
vere inflammatory reaction. The severity of 
the reaction led to the dropping of this 
form of treatment from the veterinarian’s 
armamentarium. 


When I had written to one firm which 
produces an inward blistering agent in this 
country. asking for details about their 
product. their reply showed great interest 
in me as a potential buyer but that inter- 
est soon evaporated when I explained that 
it would be necessary for me to know the 
active principle in their formula if com- 
parative effects were to be carried out. I 
received no further word from this firm 
and was therefore left to draw by own 
conclusions. 


Of the agents employed in this study, 
greatest accent was placed on the use of 
Lugol’s Iodine in dilutions varying from 
1 in 20 to 1 in 2, and only the effects of 
this agent will be discussed at this time. 
In all cases the back tendon region of the 
left fore leg was treated and the right 
fore leg acted as control. All horses util- 
ized were healthy, not lame, and showed 
no evident limb pathology on clinical ex- 
amination. Each horse was treated only 
once. The amount of solution and the 
number of injections varied considerably. 
To minimize resentment to the injections, 
a 25-gauge needle was employed. The ani- 
mals were killed at varying periods after 
treatment, and macroscopic and micro- 
scopic examination of the tissues was 
carried out. 

The following conclusions were reached: 

(1) Despite the use of a small-bore 
needle, each injection was felt by the 
horse—not at the time of the needle punc- 
ture. but immediately after deposition of 
the agent in the tissues. 

(2) Hyperemia could be induced in any 
tissue in which it was possible to inject 
the solution. The degree of hyperemia 
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varied directly with the strength of the 
iodine, the stronger solutions producing 
evidence of disseminated areas of necrosis 
on histological examination. 

(3) A non-painful edema of the meta- 
carpal region was an invariable finding. 
The horse never resented palpation of the 
treated area. If the horse was left alone in 
the stall, the edema would organize and 
create a firm filling of the area, but if 
daily walking exercise was given, the 
edema would completely disappear within 
40-60 days after treatment. 

(4) Histologically, the reaction in 
depth which these injections stimulated 
was infinitely greater than that which was 
obtained following the usual firing and 
blistering techniques, and this was 
achieved without any pain or upset to the 
horse, excluding, of course, the momentary 
stinging effect following injection. The 
induced active hyperemia is thought to be 
preferable to the passive hyperemia 
brought on by methods which induce a 
prolonged response as is the case with the 
older methods of counter-irritation. 

To repeat the necessary detailed sta- 
tistics from a thesis would surely cause 
a soporific but not a tranquilizing effect 
on any audience and since it has been said 
that a picture is worth a thousand words, 
I now propose to show some slides and 
in so doing omit the utterance of several 
thousand words... . 


If we accepted the often postulated be- 
lief that the beneficial effects of counter- 
irritation are due to the hyperemia in- 
duced in the tissues, then the question im- 
mediately arises. Why did such methods as 
the use of ultrasonics and diathermy not 
live up to expectations? The answer 
would appear to be contained in the 
words “tissue destruction.” Where tissues 
are destroyed, scar tissue formation re- 
pairs the breach. This may explain why 
inward blisters and penetrating firing by 
the older-fashioned irons gave beneficial 
results. However, scar tissue at best is in 
many cases a rather inadequate substitute 
for the original tissue, and as Thorndike 
points out there may remain a weak spot 
which no amount of scar tissue can com- 
pensate for. These, then, are the cases 
which will not show a beneficial response 
to any form of therapy. 

In conclusion, if by carrying out any 
form of counter-irritation we wish to pro- 
duce deep hypermia and perhaps even 
some tissue destruction, then the colored 
slides just shown demonstrate, I suggest. 
a non-painful and yet highly effective 
method of achieving our objective. 


No Damage 


After Dr. Myron Thom, of Pasadena. 
had discussed X-ray therapy at the AAEP 
convention in Phoenix in December, the 


editor of The Blood-Horse asked whether 
there had been any reported cases of 
genetic damage from exposure of the 
gonads to X-rays. Dr. Thom said, in effect, 
that technicians very carefully avoided 
the chance of such exposure. 

Recently Dr. Thom was reminded of the 
question and forwarded an item of evi- 
dence. The exhibit was a clipping of the 
charts of the sixth and seventh races at 
Santa Anita Park on January 25. Mrs. 
Connie M. Ring won both races, the sixth 
with the 4-year-old Dress Up, the seventh, 
the Santa Maria Handicap, with the 5- 
year-old mare Tritoma. Dress Up is by 
*Khaled—Blue Cloth, by Blue Larkspur. 
Tritoma is by count Fleet out of Blue 
Cloth. which began racing as a 3-year- 
old in 1950 and showed her best form 
at 4 and 5, earning a total of $40,675. 

“Blue Cloth had X-ray treatments in 
1949 and again in 1950,” Dr. Thom wrote. 
“We have never seen any bad results at 
the breeding farms following this type 
of treatment. Of course we have always 
followed the type of precautions described 
at the Phoenix meeting.” 


Vaccination Recommended 


Members of the Thoroughbred Club of 
America met January 28 at the Phoenix 
Hotel in Lexington, paid $2.06 for lunch, 
and gave close attention to discussion of 
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a subject they had spent years in for- 
getting. Cases of Salmonella infection in 
horses had been only sporadic in central 
Kentucky for more than 25 years, but 
since May, 1959, outbreaks at a dozen 
farms have emphasized anew the danger- 
ous nature of the disease (The Blood- 
Horse, November 26, page 1312). 

The speaker, introduced by Dr. Horace 
N. Davis, president of the Thoroughbred 
Club, was Dr. John T. Bryans. of the 
Department of Animal Pathology at the 
University of Kentucky. (Dr. Bryans and 
his brother-in-law Dr. Edward H. Fallon 
have submitted a paper on the subject to 
the Cornell Veterinarian.) 

Salmonellae, of which about 300 types 
have been identified. are “first cousins of 
the typhoid germ.” The most important 
serotypes encountered in equines are 
S. abortus-equi, S. typhimurium, and S. 
enteritidis. The speaker noted that the 
3 farms still using the old S. abortus-equi 
vaccine as protection against contagious 
abortion appeared to have established 
immunity against other forms of the dis- 
ease. 

Dr. Bryans described Salmonellosis as 
“primarily a disease of young horses.” but 
added that older horses may have acute 
cases and die. Horses debilitated from 
other causes are susceptible, including 
horses in training. Heavy parasitism in- 


creases susceptibility. Late foals are more 
likely to become victims than early ones, 
since the disease flourishes during the 
summer months. The organism § survives 
in manure and may be carried on boots 
or on the hands, or by flies. birds, ro- 
dents, and other animals. It also “can be 
isolated from about 8 per cent of com- 
mercial feeds.” The infection is carried 
for months after an acute attack, and some 
horses which have never shown the dis- 
ease in acute form are carriers. The 
carriers resist treatment. 

Dr. Bryans’ suggestions for controlling 
“this old-fashioned bacterial disease” 
were: 

1) Vaccination. “Bacterin gives as much 
immunity as the disease itself. We sug- 
gest giving 2 doses, one (in the spring) to 
everything on the farm, and a booster shot 
in December for the mares, to provide 
some immunity for the foals they are 
carrying. . . . We'll be glad to make the 
bacterin for you, but we’re trying to get 
some of the commercial companies inter- 
ested in making it. . . . The bacterin is 
very cheap insurance.” 

2) Quick identification of symptoms 
and isolation of acute cases, if they do 
appear. 

3) Hygienic measures to prevent the 
disease from being carried from one area 
to another by farm personnel.

The Veterinarian's Skill 


Your article on fractures in race horses 
in The Blood-Horse (January 7, 1961) is 
interesting, and I would like to congrat- 
ulate you for this fine plea for experi- 
mentation in this field. Everyone is con- 
vinced that progress is a natural follow- 
up of knowledge. and the more knowledge 
we have the better work we can do in this 
field. 

However, your article is slightly mis- 
leading. It tends to give the readers the 
impression that all horses which suffer 
bone fractures have to be destroyed. This 
certainly is not true, as we are able to save 
most horses with bone fractures. In our 
X-ray files we have many, many horses 
which suffered fractures and were saved 
and went on to race again. 


Very seldom does a horse have to he 
destroyed as a result of a fracture of the 
pedal bone. They not only can be saved, 
but many of them return to the races in a 
sound condition. Splint bone fractures sel- 
dom necessitate destruction, and most of 
these cases become sound and are able 
to return to competition. Sesamoid frac- 
tures usually respond to treatment and 
very often get back to the races. Hail to 
Reason and Middleground had multiple

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fractures of both sesamoids, and they both 
were saved for breeding purposes. Swaps 
and Palestinian had fractures of their 
hind cannon bone and recovered. Prin- 
cess Fair is now recovering from multiple 
fractures of both fore cannon bones. Your 
Host recovered from multiple fractures of 
his elbow. Better Self recovered from 
fractures in both legs, etc. 

Sometimes we can be fooled in con- 
stantly making comparisons to man in our 
talks about healing fractures in the horse. 
The horse has a very brittle type of bone 
as compared to man, and therefore when 
a long bone fractures in a race it can 
break into many parts, almost as though it 
exploded. This is due to the brittle con- 
sistency of the bone and also due to the 
fact that the horse tries to keep running 
on the fractured leg. Horses’s bones heal 
much slower than do the bones of humans, 
and it is most difficult to keep the weight 
off the fractured limb for any length of 
time. Lastly, infections are more likely 


to occur in compound fractures in the 
horse due to the sanitary habits of the 
animal. 


These are just some of the reasons for 
our inability to treat all fractures in the 
horse. For that matter, human doctors 
are not able to heal all types of fractures 
in man, but they can amputate the limb 
if necessary to save the paient. We know 
that it is not feasible or humane to do 
this to the horse. 

Every profession has its limitations and 
the veterinary profession is no exception. 
However, we believe that by magnifying 
these limitations unjustly, people will tend 
to lose confidence in us. At any rate, we 
thought that we would bring these facts 
to your attention before too many readers 
get the impression that a horse veteri- 
narian is crude, unskilled, and antiquated 
in his methods of treatment.

Fracture of a foot bone kept *Anisado away from 
the races from one Santa Anita Park meeting to the 
next. After going unplaced in his first 2 races 
of the current meeting, he was at long odds for 
the San Marcos Handicap. His performance im- 
proving with seasoning and with distance, he went 
from fourth to first in the last furlong and won 
with such facility as to indicate that he was now 
as good as ever. The pace-making Resolved, a non- 
winner since last July, led the way into the last 
eighth and dropped back to fourth place. The 
winner’s pay off: $57.40 for $2. 

A few days after the race, it was announced 
that Mrs. Frank C. Bishop had bought an interest 
in *Anisado. 

A foal of October 5, 1954, *Anisado did not 
race until 1958. From mid-June to late November 
of that year he won 5 of his 6 starts, including 
the Gran Premio de Honor and the Premio Com- 
paracion and was third in the Gran Premio Carlos 
Pellegrini.
